Dirksen, in the Republican 
reply, to Preskient Johnson's 
State of the Unión message, had 
posed this question Thursday 
lUfht: "Do we sit down at the 
conference table and bargain 
with elements other than repre- 
sentatives of the duly constitut- 
ed government in Hanoi?" 


He then supplied his own an- 
swer. "To do so might mean 
that any agreements Yeacfied 
would disiniefrate overnight," 
Dirksen lakl. "And no line of 
defense woukl any longer exist 
from Saigon to Singapore if 
such a surrender at the peace 
table occurred."

Johnson said the U.S. goals in 
Vietnam remain the same as 
always: "Simply 
to restore 
peace and security within the 
borders of South Vietnam where j 
a normal police force can main- 
tain law and order." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
State Department indicates the 
Soviet Union may be interested 
in avoiding a race toward a new 
antiballisUc nussile — ABM — 
system that coukl cost billions 
of dollars. 


"The department has no rea- 
son to believe that the Soviets 
are not seriously considering 
the Presklent's expressed inter- 
est in halting an anUballistic 
missiles arms race," a spokes- 
man said Friday.

Nation's State 
Not Clear But 
Strife's Certain 


TOKYO (AP) — Communist 
Chinese Defense Minister Lin 
Piao, believed t6 bis No. 2 man 
to party Qiairman Mao Tsc- 
tung, was quoted today as say- 
ing "the entire country is now in 
a state of civil war." 


The Peking-based correspond- 
ent of the Tokyo Yomiuri said 
Lin's statement aiH>eared with- 
out official confirmation in one 
of the thousands of wall bulle- 
tins which have turned the 
Chinese capital into a paper and 
ink city. 


The defense minister, 59, is in 
the forefront of the battle to 
oust Preskient Liu Shao-chi and 
restore Mao to the position of 
state power he once hdd. 


Dr. Lin Yutang. noted CSiinese 
author and scholar, predicted in 
Manila that the current upheav- 
al in Communist China will 
leave Mao's regime a "wreck." 
Arriving from Taipei, Formosa, 
for a goodwill visit. Lin told a 
news conference: "The worst is 
yet to come. By the time the 
purging of Communist leaders 
is completed, Mao's machinery 
will be a wreck and shaken to 
the bottom." 


Civil Confusion 
Whether there is civil war in 
the classic sense or not, there 
could be no doubt that the vast 
Chinese mainland and its 720 
million people were in the grip 
of civil copfUsion. 


Mao-Lin supporters since the 
start cf the year have assaulted 
the city proletariat, the provin- 
cial Comm\u^,.part^ commit- 
tees and the organs of propa- 
ganda — all strongholds of Liu 
power. They have made some 
gains, but by their own admis- 
sion have yet to consoUdate 
their victories. 


Lin. speaking at a recent 
meeting of the party Central 
Committee's Military Commis- 
sion, was quoted as saying: 
"There are some who must be 
resolutely knocked down. But 
there are some others who must 
not be knocked down. The revo- 
lution is necessary, but confu- 
sion must be avokled." 


Truth Uaknewn 
The wall posters — pasted up 
by opposing groups of Red 
Guards, worker or military fac- 
tk>ns ^ have exposed the cit- 
izens to one sensatkmal state- 
ment after another. The veraci- 
ty of many of the claims is un- 
known, but some of the items 
have later been confirmed by 
Peking radio, the New China 
News Agency or the Peking 
Peofde's Daily. 


Some wall posters claimed 
that Blao's backers have seized 
the Blinistry of Culture and the 
natkm's radio facttiUes, while 
others saki Liu, Bfao's chief op- 
ponent, has launched a mass 
exodus of peasants to the cities 
with the aim of paralyzing the 
urban 
centers 
and 
stashing 
farm production. 


Other developments reported 
during the past 24 hours: 


—Lin has turned on his oki 
comrades. Marshal Ho Lung, 
the commissioner of sports, and 
Geo. Liu Chih-chien, until re- 
cently chairman of the old purge 
committee of the Liberation 
Army. 


Critlclfes Presldeat 
—Chen Po>ta. chairman of the 
party purge group, and Chiang 
Ching. his deputy — who also is 
Mao's wife — have attacked 
Gen. Hsiao Hua. chief of the 
General Political Department, 
for shielding his subordinate, 
Gen. Liu.

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Northern Menominee County, which has such 
strong cultural and commei'cial ties with the City of 
Escanaba, is cuiTently in the process of making up its 
mind about its school distiicts. 


This is difficult at best and in the pi*esent situa­ 
tion it seems to us that the people called upon to make 
the decision don’t have all the pieces of the puzzle yet, 
ao that any effort at assembly of it must be imperfect. 


Delta County has faced — and in fact still faces 
— this same perplexing problem of decision about how 
to organize its school districts so that they may pi*o- 
duce the best possible schooling. 


Tlie school situation keeps changing and this brings 
the major imp<iuderable in the Menominee County prob­ 
lem. It is the place of vocational and technical educa­ 
tion in public schooling.

The State of Michigan has come to think that its 
public schools are not well organized for today’s needs; 
that they do well by the young people who plan to go 
on from high school to colleges and universities and 
technical schools, but that they short change the young 
people who are going to end their schooling with high 
school. For them, the current thinking goes, there 
should be more preparation in high school for jobs. 


The state is in the process of creating a vocational 
education system which is adequate for this enlarged 
task. It would dispense with the old-fashioned high 
school offering of **manual arts” that produced a bread 
board or book ends and substitute instruction of suf­ 
ficient sophistication to really give a high scho(^ grad­ 
uate some saleable job skills to offer an employer.

How this is going to be done in Menominee County 
Isn’t clear yet. It could take several forms. There might 
be dependence upon community colleges to provide some 
of this extra instruction. There might be vocational 
training centers in the high schools — or some of them.

Long Range Planning Commit­ 
tee has recommended that the 
present Bay de Noc Community 
College building and grounds 
**no longer be used*' upon the 
terminaticci

lease and that a new facility 
be constructed “on a site away 
from the present location.” 


The present College building 
is being leased from the Es­ 
canaba Area School Board and 
the lease will expire in ap­ 
proximately six years. 


In a report issued Jan. 13, 
however, 
the 
subcommittee 
stated that “first priority in 
1967’* should be given to con­ 
struction of a building to house 
the vocational and technical 
facilities, the science labora­ 
tories, arts and crafts facilities 
and television studios of the 
College. This building would be 
constructed on the new site. 
*nirec SItea 
The faculty subcommittee is 
being assisted in its research by 
the Community College Liason 
Committee, made up of ap­ 
proximately 40 prominent Delta 
County citizens. 


Three sites are being con­ 
sidered for the proposed fa­ 
cility: 


The bluff overlooking the city 
of Gladstone, the Chicago & 
North Western rail yards im­ 
mediately behind the Delta 
County building in Escanaba 
and an area to the west of tht

Escanaba Area High School. 


According to the subcom­ 
mittee, the new site must allow 
“for appropriate campus devel­ 
opment** and the proper aca­ 
demic environment. A “pro­ 
tected area, perhaps overlook­ 
ing the Bay,** was recommend­ 
ed. 


Clasarooms Planned 


Individual attention for each 
student was stressed in the sub- 
committee*s report. Classrooms 
designed for a maximum of 25 
students each were recommend­ 
ed and a prospective enroll­ 
ment “ceiling** of 1,000 was set. 


Charles Sigmund, instructor 
of biolQgy and chemistry, stat­ 
ed that structural inadequacies 
in the present building have 
prevented the College from of­ 
fering several courses. He gave 
organic chemistry and technical 
courses requiring heavy ma­ 
chinery as examples. 


Long range plans for a com­ 
pletely new College complex 
have also been drawn up by the 
subcommittee. Included in the 
proposed complex are several 
series of classrooms of varying

Blaze Destroys 
Store In Flint 


PONTIAC (AP) - A $200,000 
fire destroyed the Yankee De­ 
partment store in the Miracle 
MUe Shopping C^ter Friday. 


Firemen f r o m Bloomfield 
Township, Pontiac, West Bloom­ 
field, W a t e r ford Township, 
Bloomfield Hills and Commerce 
battled the blaze for more than 
four hours. 


Manager Paul E. Meeker saki 
75 customers and employees 
calmly made their exit from ttie 
36,000>square-foot building after 
two stockboys s o u n d e d an 
alarm. 


Smoke and water from the 
fire caused minor damages to 
an adjoining shop. 


The cause of the blaze was 
not determined immediately.

Dairymen in Michigan, Wiscon­ 
sin and Minnesota are going out 
of business at the most rapid 
rate in. history, and the rate is 
expected to increase, an agri­ 
cultural economist says. 


Low i n c o m e s , inadequate 
farm sizes and better oppokun- 
ities in other enterprises, on and 
off the farmr is prompting the 
dairymen tb quit, said Prof. 
C.R. (Ray) HOglund of Mich- 
igan State University. 


He predicted the rapid exodus 
would continue for 10 or 15 
years. 


The Great Lakes states will 
continue to dminate the na­ 
tion’s dairy picture despite the 
number of farmers leaving, he 
sai^. 


‘The number of farmers sell­ 
ing dairy products in the three 
Great Lakes states decreased 
by 127,400, or 70 per cent, from 
1954 to 1904,’* Hoglund said. 
**during the same period, the 
number of cows decreased^by 
only 14 per cent. 


“The attritiioo in both numbers 
of dairy farmers and milk cows 
has been takbig place at an 
even greater rate during the 
past 24 months,*V he said. 


Hoglund said sales of 115,000 
to S20,000 a year are needed to 
attain a minimum acceptable re­ 
turn to labor and management. 
But, he said, of 200,000 farms 
classed as commercial ($2,500 
gross sales and over) in 1904 for 
the three states, only 40 per 
cent has gross sales of $10,000 
or more. 


In the three states^ Hoglund 
also, found that incomes were 
higher in southeni than in north­ 
ern counties. 


In Michigan, a sampling of 
dairymen north of a line from 
Muskegon to Saginaw averaged 
only $1,730 a year in labor in­ 
come for the last four years, he 
said, compared to $3,030 in 
southern counties. 


The northern dairymen had 
lower costs for land and labor, 
he said, but these could be offset 
by longer distances to markets 
and higher costs for supplies 
and equipment.

Alger Falls 


The Laughing Whitefish Falls 
Scenic Site in Alger Cqunty 
soon will become a reality. 


The Celotex Corp., which ac­ 
quired the site from the Ford 
Motor Co. in the early 1950’s, 
has advised the Michigan Con­ 
servation Department that it 
is ready to proceed with a land 
exchange that Would give the 
state title to the property. 


Negotiations ' between Celo­ 
tex and the state to acquire 
about 300 acres around the falls 
for development as a public 
scenic site dragged on for about 
12 years. 


Then, last month Celotex an­ 
nounced that it had sold all of 
its timber holdings in the Up­ 
per Peninsula to the Mead 
Corp. This raised anew the 
question of public acquisition 
of the Laughing Whitefish Falls 
site. 


It was assumed that the sale 
to Mead included all of the 
4,000 acres Celotex owned in 
Alger County. 


But Richard Thompson, vice 
president of Celotex, advised 
the Conservation Department 
this week that Celotex had 


withheld the Laughing White- 
fish Falls lands and is pre­ 
pared to go ahead with the ex­ 
change proposal. 


That proposal, approved by 
the 
Michigan 
Conservation 
Commission in December 1905, 
calls for Celotex to make a gift 
of 100 acres in the falls area 
to the state and to exchange 
another 260 acres there for 1,- 
440 acres of state-owned land 
in Baraga County, where Celo­ 
tex has a fiberboard plant. 


Conservation Department of­ 
ficials said they look forward 
to completing the land exchange 
at an early date.
